Churchill also scoffed at w hat he 
called the “folly” of proposals for 
a coalition government 
to

Britain’s economic crisis, despite 
his offer of support to the Labor 
cabinet for “any and all sensible 
proposals, 
however severe, that 
are truly made in the national in­ 
terest.” 
Coal Costs Up 
Referring 
to the 
problem 
of 
coal production, a key factor in the 
nation’s present 
crisis, 
Churchill 
declared that, since the national­ 
ization of the mines, the miners 
‘are producing less at a far heav­ 
ier cost than 
when 
they 
were 
working for the private capitalist 
owner, with his more intimate 
and flexible management.” 
Declaring 
the 
“foundation 
of 
British policy must be an even 
closer association with the United 
States,” Churchill said: 
‘ I have never asked at any time, 
or suggested, an alliance. 
I want 
something more than 
that. 
W ei 
must seek something less precise j 
pnd far more potent. 
“The 
whole English 
speaking j 
world must move forward togeth­ 
er 
in fraternal association along 
the lines of destiny. 
This will be 
the greatest hope of peace among 
nations and of the freedom and 
dignity of ordinary men and wom­ 
en over the largest portion of the 
globe.” 
Churchill

Must Be Self-Supporting 
“ However, I relied, and I rely 
now, on the wisdom of the fair- 
minded American people to make 
the necessary easements,” Church­ 
ill said. 
He said a large part of the dol­ 
lar drain was due to rising prices 
in the United States and added: 
“That is an aspect which I am 
sure the United States ought and 
w ill take into consideration.” 
“There 
is 
no 
shame in one 
brave and faithful ally, deeply in­ 
jured in the common struggle, ask­ 
ing another to help him recover 
and stand upon his feet,” Church­ 
ill said. 
“ Had the positions been 
reversed, we would have done the 
same for them. 
“Therefore I supported the Am ­ 
erican loan and I will still support 
and justify further appeals to the 
United States provided that we are 
doing our best, that we are making 
the most of our resources, that we 
are determined to become a self­ 
supporting nation and system at 
the earliest moment and will put 
aside every impediment and labor

Detroit, Aug. 4. (ZP)— A ’teen­ 
aged boy, a prayer book in his 
hand and a self-imposed seal on 
his lips, surrendered today in the 
robbery-slaying of his father. 
Edward Small, 17, accompanied 
by an attorney, walked into the 
W ayne county prosecutor’s office 
to end a nation-wide 
m an-hunt 
that began June 4 wThen the beat­ 
en body of John 
C. 
Small. 
52- 
vear-old tavern keeper, was found 
in suburban Detroit. 
Leonard F. Donaldson, the boy's 
attorney, said young Small W’ould J 
deny any part in the slaying and j 
would blame the actual killing on 
a 16-year-old companion, William 
Hungerford, now’ facing a charge 
of murder. 
Donaldson told officers: 
“Edward will deny he killed his 
father. I have talked to him and I 
believe him. 
He said his father 
was killed by William 
Hunger­ 
ford.” 
Donaldson said he was told by 
Small that the two boys had been 
drinking 
when 
they 
went riding 
with the 
elder Small June 3 and 
that Edward passed away. 
“ When he came to, Hungerford 
told him his father was dead,” the 
attorney continued. 
He said small and Hungerford 
split several hundred dollars that 
the tavern-keeper carried, 
threw 
his body 
into River Rouge 
and 
fled the 
state in his car, 
which 
they later abandoned.

Establishm ent of an 80-acre ex ­ 
perim ental forest on the Escanaba 
ore dock project site w as urged by 
W. A. K luender. St. Paul forestry 
agent of the Chicago 
and 
N orth 
W estern railw ay, in a talk at the 
meeting of the Escanaba K iw anis 
club yesterday noon. 
Mr. K luender said the Chicago 
and N orth W estern railw ay would 
cooperate w ith the city of Escan­ 
aba, Forest Service, state conser­ 
vation 
d ep artm en t 
and 
other 
agencies in the 
planting 
of 
the 
forest, w hich he 
envisioned as a 
perm anent experim ental plot ded­ 
icated to th e w ood-using 
in dus­ 
tries of th e region. A sim ilar de­ 
m onstration forest w as establish­ 
ed last spring near Spooner, Wis., 
and attracted nation-w ide atte n ­ 
tion. 
The establishm ent of the forest, 
K luender said, w ould provide an 
opportunity to 
dem onstrate 
the 
use of the latest 
tree 
planting 
equipm ent. A fter th e 
trees 
arc 
planted, the forest would serve as 
a p erm an en t ex p erim en t in tim ­ 
ber land m anagem ent. 
K luender 
conferred w ith city officials 
yes­ 
terday, an d it is quite likely that 
a portion of the 
2,000-acre 
tract 
will be dedicated to forestry use. 
Mr. K luender gave an interest­ 
ing talk to K iw anians, 
and p re­ 
sented sam ples of 
various 
pro­ 
ducts th a t are being m ade 
from 
w aste wood. 
“ It is said that 60 per cent 
of 
the tree is left to w aste 
in 
the 
woods,” th e speaker said. Floor­ 
ing m ade from the lam ination of 
scrub 
oak, 
insulation, 
cellulose 
acetate and other wood 
products 
w ere displayed. 
Mr. K luender said th at the J a p ­ 
anese early recognized 
the 
im ­ 
portance of A m erica’s 
forest re ­ 
sources to its w ar effort w hen it 
sent 10,000 balloons 
across 
the 
Pacific ocean w ith th e intention to 
set fire to our 
w estern 
forests. 
Tile C. & N. W. railw ay is in te r­ 
ested in forestry, he 
added, 
b e­ 
cause it derives m uch of its fro n t­ 
age from the m ovem ent of wood 
products, and also uses about 120 
million board feet of 
cross 
ties, 
switch an d bridge ties, and rough 
lum ber annually. 
“Cross ties are steadily becom ­ 
ing hard er to get,” 
the 
speaker 
said. “ The prices of ties are going 
up, and n ex t to coal the cross ties 
the highest cost items in the oper­ 
ation of a railroad. T here are m ore 
than 2500 patents 
on substitutes 
for the cross tie, but none as yet 
has been found useable.”

plus prom ised autom obiles for the blind 
and am putees. Both bills 
had passed the senate by 
unanim ous 
vote, 
had 
been 
shoved 
hurriedly 
through th e House V et­ 
erans A ffairs committee. 
H owever, nothing h a p ­ 
pened. 
T he bills never 
passed. 
Inside story is that C O P 
bosses in th e house q u iet­ 
ly tu rn ed thum bs dow n 
Pearson 
on 
v eterans legisla­ 
tion. 
S trategy was plot­ 
ted at a secret m eeting of th e Republican 
Steering com mittee, w h ere Indianas’ M a­ 
jority L eader Charlie Halleck argued th a t 
the Republican party w hich had promised 
m ore economy th an it had been able to 
legislate, could not afford any more v e t­ 
erans benefits— at least not this year. 
This caused a vigorous clash inside R e­ 
publican ranks. 
Rules C hairm an Leo Allen 
obediently 
refused to grant necessary rules to perm it 
a vote on the veterans’ bills. 
But M assa­ 
chusetts’ m otherly Edith N ourse 
Rogers, 
chairm an of the V eterans Affairs com m it­ 
tee, also a Republican, refused to be b u l­ 
lied. 
For th ree days she struggled to force 
the bills before the house. 
S tubbornly 
she jum ped to her feet at every oppor­ 
tunity, dem anding unanim ous consent to 
proceed. But Speaker Joe M artin shrugged 
her aside. 
Finally Mrs. Rogers buttonholed 
both 
M artin and Halleck in private, trying ev­ 
ery m eans of persuasion. 
B ut it was no 
go. 
S lum ping into a chair in the cloak­ 
room, she m u ttered bitterly: 
"I d o n ’t know w hat to do. 
They d on’t 
give m e excuses. 
They ju st get angry." 
--SL A P P IN G THE SPEAKER— 
On th e eve of the last session, the lady 
from M assachusetts m ade a last d esper­ 
ate plea. 
"I do not know how th e m em bers can 
go back and I do not know how I can go 
back,” she cried, “and tell the veterans

lions and m illions of dollars for relief to 
foreign countries and never counted

M inority L eader Sam R ay­ 
bu rn w as supposed to speak on the sam e 
pi f'gram , b u t a last m in u te change kept 
him away, and Mrs. Rogers w as hustled on 
the sp eak er’s platform to take his place 
Still sm arting over the defeat of veteran s’ 
legislation and with th e press safely a b ­ 
sent, th e lady from M assachusetts really 
let the honor guest have it. 
“There have been tim es w hen 
I 
have 
hated Speaker M artin," she declared. 
“ I 
suppose th e ie have been tim es w hen 
he 
has hated me. 
But in a dem ocracy w e can 
disagree and still be friends afterw ard 
But I do wish he would let m e be speaker 
for a day.”
